AGAINST SPAIN 


Abstain from Vote 
On ‘Neutrality’ 


PARIS, Dec. 6—After pleading 
with Premier Leone Blum to aban- 
don his suicidal “non-intervention” 
policy, the Communist fraction of 
72 deputies in the Chamber of 
Deputies abstained last night from 
voting on the “neutrality policy” of 
the government. 

Jacques Duclos, Communist vice- 
chairman of the Chamber of 
Deputies, announced that it was 
only the Commiunists’ desire to 
maintain the People's Front which 
prevented them from voting against 
the government. 

“Really, we ought to vote against 
this resolution of confidence,” Duclos 
told the Socialist Premier. “But we 
are thinking of the People’s Front 
and of the disappointment its down- 
fall would entail. And if we are 
abstaining from voting against you 
[Blum], we want you to under- 
stand that the people of France ex- 
pect from you a more exact com- 
prehension of the realities in the 
future.” 


DISAPPROVE SPANISH 
BLOCKADE 


A statement issued later in the 
evening by the Communist Party 
declared. its deputies had abstained 
from voting “because they refused 
to approve a blockade against re- 
publican Spain contrary to the 
People’s Front program.” 

The statement pointed out that 
the Communist Party “keenly de- 
sires that it shall not be obliged in 
the future to take similar action, 
but that it can closely and fraternal- 
ly collaborate with-the government.” 
Debate on the Cabinet's policy on 
Spain, and the resulting vote, indi- 
cated the danger of 
Blum’s policy to the People's Front.

THE MIDLAND STAY-IN STRIKE WAS 
WON! There, in the heart of Open Shop- 
pery, the sit-down strikers had brought the 
company to terms. They had won their de- 
mands in toto after eight days of the plant’s 
occupation. 

This smashing victory has come from 
their splendid solidarity and from the fine 
organization which they developed within 
their ranks, within the plant. During those 
eight days the strikers solidified the organi- 
zation of their 24 shop stewards, who be- 
fame in effect the strike committee, They 
established a kitchen outside the plant, 
which fed them as they remained in. They 
built up a system of strict discipline and of 
comradeship. 

One thousand workers, Negro and 
white, stood together shoulder to shoulder 
in this battle. They aroused the enthu- 
siasm of the Michigan labor movement. 
Parades of the workers in other plants— 
from the Chrysler works and Packard’s— 
encircled the shut-in plant, and encouraged 
the strikers to hold out. 

The tricks of the company could not 
Shake them. Neither the stool-pigeon work 
_ of the “Dawn Patrol” nor the attempted use 
of prostitutes by the company would break 
the strikers’ self-imposed union discipline. 
They drove both “Dawn Patrol” and prosti- 
tutes away.

WPA Layoffs Must Stop— 
Sit-Ins Show the Way 


The mass layoffs of WPA workers can 
be halted. New York has shown how. 

As a result of the militant “sit-in” strikes 
of artists and writers employed on WPA 
projects, Lieut. Col. Brehon B. Somervell, 
New York WPA Administrator, has been 
compelled to cancel dismissal notices to the 
writers. 

This is the first break in the offensive 
against WPA. It should encourage the fur- 
ther struggles that are being planned by the 
City Projects Council and on a national scale 
by the Workers Alliance. 

In an interview Saturday with a delega- 
tion from white-collar projects, Aubrey Wil- 
liams, Acting WPA Administrator in the ab- 
sence of Harry Hopkins, gave lack of funds 
as an excuse for dropping 175,000 workers 
and 250,000 drought-stricken farmers from 
WPA rolls by Jan. 1. He passed the buck 
to Congress. 

This is a brazen attempt to get out from 
under. The administration has more than 
one billion dollars of unexpended funds out 
of the 1935-36 WPA appropriation. What 
has happened to that money? Why isn’t 
it being used now? 

And why is the administration planning 
to ask Congress for only $500,000,000 to 
carry on WPA until next July 1? This would 
mean less than $100,000,000 a month, or 
about a 40 per cent reduction in addition to 
the present cut. 

The plain truth is that the New Deal 
is flagrantly violating its own pre-election 
pledges and the clear mandate of the peo- 
ple on Nov. 3. Roosevelt won the election, 
but Landon seems to be winning the re- 
lief program. 

President Roosevelt must be made to act 


to stop these shameful cuts and carry out 


the mandate of the people—not of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Thus far he has failed 
to reply to the cable of the U. S. Conference 
of Mayors urging him to halt the Jayoffs. 

The Workers Alliance delegation to Wash- 
ington has issued a statement calling for “a 
stubborn and determined fight to defeat the 
layoffs.” The statement proposes strikes, 
stoppages, protest meetings, mass picketing, 
delegations to city officials and Congressmen. 
It appeals for the support of the trade union 
movement, which will be adversely affected 
by the throwing of hundreds of thousands 
on the labor market. : 

The initial success in New York should 
spur action in all communities. Let Roose- 
velt know, let the WPA authorities and Con- 
gress know, that America refuses to starve. 

Balance the budget by taxing the rich, 
not by starving the poor!
